Dr. Robert Speer Here 


Dr, Robert E. Speer, father of 
Elliott Speer, the late headmaster 
of Mount Hermon school, address- 
ed the Sunday chapel services on 
the 80th. The climax of his talk 
was reached when he said that 
only the power of Christ can trans- 
form the lives of people. 

“Tt isn’t environment, it isn’t 
heredity, it isn’t a atrong will that 
determines most powerfully a 
man’s character,” Dr. Speer stat- 
ed. “Although all of these forces 
effect character, the most power- 
ful factor possible in a man’s life 
is the power of Christ.” 

“The day will come when men

sons to find an active and satisfy- 
ing place in the life and work 
of their home churches, which so 
many of them lack. 

The course in music continues 
a service formerly under the di- 
rection of Miss Mabel Parkes 
Friswell. It will be led this year 
by D. Ralph Maclean, organist and 
director in the First Church of 
Newton, director of the Newton 
symphony orchestra and the High- 
land Glee club, and a successful 
leader of junior and young peo- 
ple’s choirs. It will be of particu- 
lar value for organists and direct- 
ors of music in smaller churches, 
many of whom have found help 
in this course in past years. It 
will provide lists of simple but 
good anthems, hymns and instru- 
mental music suitable for various 
occasions; and instruction in the 
fundamental principles of build- 
ing musical programs for the ser- 
vice of worship in the church and 
the church school. Many churches 
have found it advantageous to 
send their music directors to take 
this course. 

Another feature that has been 
increasingly valuable for the last 
two years is a course on How to 
Teath in the Church School for 
high school students. This gives 
the student the simple but funda- 
mental principles of good teach- 
ing and opportunity for special 
work in the department of the 
school where they expect to serve. 
This is a practical help to many 
churches that are obliged to use 
young and comparatively inexper- 
ienced teachers for the younger 
grades. It will be taught by Miss 
Evelyn M. Scott, educational di- 
rector of the First Congregational 
church in Winchester, who has 
been very successful with young 
people of this age. 

Forty courses of study are list- 
ed in the bulletin, on a wide 
variety of subjects: Bible study, 
personal religion, philosophy of 
religion, worship, Christian bio- 
graphy, chlid study, creative activi- 
ties, dramatics, and methods of 
work in the various departments 
of the church. The faculty in- 
cludes men and women of thor- 
ough training and practical ex- 
perience, such as have always 
have made up the teaching force 
of this school. The Rev. Allen E. 
Claxton, of the Trinity-Union 
Methodist church of Providence, 
R. I, will be the chaplain and the 
preacher at the Sunday services. 
Rev. Roy L. Minich will be Dean 
of young people, a post which he 
has held for many years and in 
which he has endeared himself to 
hosts of young people all over 
New England. 

Another feature which has 
proved interesting and helpful to 
many is the Week-end Institute, 
with sessions beginning Friday 
afternoon and continuing through 
Sunday afternoon. The program 
includes groups for men and wo- 
men with informal round-table 
Giscussions of topics of interest 
in chureh work and personal 
Christian living.

But more than 
all else, it is his fresh and vivid 
portrayal of the revelation of God 
in Christ that makes him the great 
student leader that he is, and that 
constitutes his greatest contribu- 
tion.
